That the estimate of the number of 
individuals that will be employed or whose employment will be 
retained and the estimate of the annual salaries of those 
individuals and the estimate of the value of the redevelopment 
or rehabilitation and the estimate of the value of the new 
manufacturing equipment, all contained in Petitioner's Statement 
of Benefits, are reasonable and are benefits that can be 
reasonably expected to result from the proposed described 
redevelopment or rehabilitation and from the installation of the 
new manufacturing equipment. 

SECTION 5. The current year approximate tax rates for 
taxing units within the City would be:
